EL PASO, Tex as, July 2 0 .— De­ 
tails of the slay ing o f Pancho Villa 
and four members o f his party were 
obtained today

Villa, Colonel Mig uel Trillo 
and two other o f his followers were 
in an automobile g o ing from Villa’s 
ranch to Parral when they were at­ 
tacked by twenty mounted men. All 
o f the party were slain. Chihuahua 
po lice said they hav e not y et de­ 
termined who the slay ers are.

The erstwhile hero o f Rev olution­ 
ary Mex ico, the bandit and rebel 
chief, who defied the American g o v ­ 
ernment and led the famous raid 
upon Columbus, N. M., is reported 
to hav e been shot down by his own 
men near Parral. 
Villa h as lived th e quiet life of 
a fanner during recent years and 
h is name h as not figured in Mexi­ 
co’s p olitical affairs. 
Colonel Miguel Torille, ch ief of 
Villa’s staff and th e former revolu­ 
tionary leader’s secretary, is also 
rep orted to h ave been sh ot 
and 
killed. 
Ne ws Caus e s Se ns ation. 
News of th e rep orted slaying of 
Villa, created a tremendous sensa­ 
tion. 
Th e latest details received 
stated th at th e sh ooting took p lace 
early th is morning. 
Villa and h is secretary, Colonel 
Torillo, were said to h ave been en 
route to Parral from Villa’s ranch . 
Th ey were accomp anied by Villa’s 
usual escort.

in 
the East, is held largely re­ 
spon sible for this con d ition . 
Workin g on the theory that 
the fewer their n umber, the 
greater d eman d for their ser­ 
vices, the stron ger un ion s for 
the past several y ears have 
con sisten tly red uced the n um­ 
ber of appren tices in their sev­ 
eral trad es, an d some un ion s 
have refused to accept an y at 
all. 
This 
action 
resulted in a 
great shortage in all lin es of 
mechan ics, particularly brick­ 
lay ers an d plasterers, when the

throughout the n ation .

severity of this shortage may 
be realized by the action of the

U. S. OIL ROYALTIES 


W ASH IN GTO N, Ju ly 20 — The 
federal government, through the 
department of the interior, Is re­ 
ceiving royalties from the produc­ 
tion of oil, gas and natural gas 
gasoline on leased public lands in 
Wyoming, 
California, 
Montana 
and Colorado at the rate of more 
than $1,000,000 a month. Under 
the provisions of the general leas­ 
ing act of 1920 these royalties 
have to date amounted to more 
than $24,000,000. 
Of this sum, ap­ 
proximately $10,000,000 is the re­ 
sult of "back royalties” accruing 
from production obtained on lands 
affected by the leasing act prior 
to its passage, while more than 
$14,000,000 has been received from 
royalties earned subsequent to the 
passage of the act. 
Revenue from the naval petrole­ 
um reserves 
is 
paid either 
in 
“ cash” or in “ kind,” and is credit­ 
ed for the use of the navy depart­ 
ment Ten percent revenue from 
leased 
public lands outside the 
naval reserves goes Into the U ni­ 
ted States treasury and more than 
covers the cost of enforcing the j 
act 
Twenty per cent of “ back ; 
royalties” and 37 % per cent of ! 
subsequent 
earning 
from 
these ! 
lands are paid to the particular ' 
states 
within 
whose 
boundaries 
the leased lands are situated, to 
be used for the maintenance of 
public roads or for the building of 
public institutions, as the legisla­ 
ture of the state may direct 
The 
United States reclamation service 
receives 
70 per 
cent of “ back 
royalties” and 52% per cent of 
subsequent earnings to be used 
for the construction of irrigation 
projects irrespective of state lim ­ 
its.

b u reau tu rned b ack into the treas­

Wherev er there is any 
railro ad o r highway co nstructed it sho uld be un 
dersto o d as a fo rego ne co nclusio n that grade cro ss­ 
ings are barred. 
Tho se interests which might, and undo ubtedly to 
so me ex tent will o ppo se this pro gram will pro bably 
argue that there is no danger in grade cro ssings if 
tho se who use them will “ STOP, LOOK, LISTEN. 
Which is technically and theo retically true.^ 
But 
human nature is such that peo ple will no t

It is no t a theo ry that co nfro nts 
us but a co nditio n— a fact. 
J ust o bserv e y o ur o wn attitude and habit in this 
matter. 
Let us assume that y o u are a man o f mo re 
than av erage intelligence, naturally careful and co n­ 
serv ativ e. 
As a rule y o u do sto p, o r at least slo w 
do wn to almo st a sto p, and lo o k up and do wn the 
track to see that it is clear befo re y o u cro ss a rail­ 
ro ad. 
But if y o u will o bserv e y o urself carefully and 
co ntinuo usly , y o u will find that many , many times 
y o u driv e o n to the track with y o ur mind engaged o n 
so mething else, witho ut ev er hav ing giv en a tho ught 
to the deadly chance y o u are taking. 
We believ e that 
this is true o f nine o ut o f ten careful, co nserv ativ e, 
intelligent men and wo men who driv e auto mo biles.

Unfo rtunate­

The adv ice giv en by an 
ex pert recently , in The Facts, to swimmers to 
allo w themselv es to go with such an underto w 
o r rip tide, until the rip has ex hausted itself, 
merely giv ing o ut eno ugh energy to keep aflo at, 
reserv ing all o ne’s strength fo r the swim back 
to land when the bather finds him self released 
fro m the grasp o f the swirling waters, sho uld 
be bo rne in mind by lo cal swimmers. 
The life 
is generally lo st thro ugh ex haustio n fo llo wing 
upo n a battle with the wav es, at a time when 
such an effo rt is futile.” 
It is no t alway s a tide-rip that gets bathers into 
tro uble. 
To o o ften it is no thing but a v entureso me 
spirit.
